Cancer Still Takes Needless Toll, 
Medical Leader Tells U. S. Body 


40 Per Cent of All Deaths From Disease Are in Prevent- 
able Class, Convention of Association at 
Minneapolis Hears. 


MINNEAPOLIS, June 24.—(/)— 
Cancer, despite its many enigmas to 
the medical profession, still exacts a 
needless number of deaths from its 
victims the summer meeting of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science and the Min- 
nesota State Medical Association, was 
told today. 

“Forty per cent of all cancer 
deaths,” Dr. F. L. Rector, Evanston, 
Ill., told the assembly, “are in the 
preventable class if the public and the 
medical profession utilize fully the 
existing knowledge on how to control 
the disease.” 

In 1932, he added, 122,449 persons 
died from cancer, yet 40 per cent of 
them should not have died. The same 
year, 3,120 persons succumbed to skin 
cancers, yet 90 per cent of those 
deaths, said Dr. Rector, need not have 
occurred. 

Great strides, he said, have been 
made by the medical profession in 
preventing cancer deaths.

ability to ascertain skin, mouth, breast 
and pelvic organs’ cancers without 
resorting to surgery. Dr. Rector de- 
scribed this advancement in diagnosis 
as a “gradual education evolution.” 

Death from cancer, he said, has in- 
creased steadily since 1900 when 63 
out of every 100,000 persons died from 
that cause compared to a death rate 
now of 102 out of every 100,000. 

However, there are now 181 cancer 
clinies approved by the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons compared to virtually 
none at all five years ago, he pointed 
out. 

In an exhibit by Dr. L. E. Prick- 
man, of the Mayo clinic, Rochester, 
Minn., models were displayed to show 
that while all asthma wheezes, all 
wheezes are not asthma. 

Thorough diagnosis frequently shows 
the trouble is small tumors in the 
respiratory tract, internal goiters 
pressing on the windpipé, or a tuber- 
cular condition in the upper part of 
the lung and lesions on certain adja- 
cent organs often produce asthmatic 
symptoms, he said.

TARIFF WAR? The confidential Hull memo says the subsidy 

' plan would encourage foreign nations to re- 
taliate and thus would start a new international tariff war. He thinks 
it violates the spirit of our own anti-dumping statute for the gov- 
ernment to permit unlimited production here and then dump cotton 
abroad for seven cents a pound less than our domestic price. 

It would cost the treasury a third of customs revenues (about 
$100,000,000 a year) to get rid of the processing tax that way, 
he says. It reminds him of the Coolidge-Hoover policy of lending 
money abroad to finance an abnormal export market. As you can 
see, he is hot about it. 


BEFUDDLEMENT The’ cabinet textile committee already was 


in confusion before Mr. Hull’s blast arrived. 
It has discovered that the supreme court clipped its powers by the 
NRA decision, just as the decision affected nearly every other New 
Deal agency. The decision stopped it from doing anything about 
wages, hours, production control.

Do you know what a subsidy is? Well a steamship or airplane line 
that is considered essential to the nation’s welfare is unable to make 
expenses in the ordinary way, so the government pays it a million dol- 
lars a year to carry four sacks of mail. 

That is called a subsidy. The taxpayer calls it something else, usually 
with the help of swear words. 

And this meek and put-upon taxpayer doubtless would think up 
words of higher voltage if he knew how many subsidies he is paying to 
private concerns.that are not essential to the welfare of the nation. 

He doesn’t know about it because it is done in a round-about way, 
with a minimum of publicity. Here is the way it is managed. 

There are now on relief rolls in this land of surplus production 4,- 
600,000 heads of families or providers—not twenty million, as you often 


| hear,\for that figure includes the kids in the family. 


Of the 4,600,000 on relief, one in each seven has a regular job of 
work. Not a FERA job of made-to-order work, or a job provided by the 
new work-relief plan, but a plain bread-winning job such as everybody 
has when times are good. ) 

That, you will say, is ridiculous. Why should people be on relief, 
living at public expense, if they have private jobs? 

Well, they shouldn’t as .a matter of abstract justice, but that’s 
way it is. 

You see, the private jobs don’t pay enough to keep the wolf from the 
door. And the agents of Mr. Hopkins, having investigated the matter 
very closely, think it the part of justice and decent charity to supplement 
these poor wages with a hand-out. 

Thus the employes of the Possum Holler hotel or the Metropolitan 
Gadget Company can afford to work for $3 a week because tthe relief 
administration—meaning the taxpayer—pays them $12 a week more. 
Mr. Hopkins’ idea is that need is need. regardless of the cause. 

In some cases, we are told, the employer can’t pay more; but that 
doesn’t change the fact that he gets cheap hired help at public expense. 

And there are cases of. record in which the employing company, by 


shrewdly permitting the government to pay its help, is able to pay nice | 


dividends to its stockholders. 
You may call that a simple subsidy till you think of the right words 


to make it sizzle.

LONDON, June 24.—(7)—While 
Great Britain sought to win over 
Premier Mussolini to the Anglo-Ger- 
man naval agreement, Sir Samuel 
Hoare, foreign secretary, was forced 
today to defend the accord in the 
housg of commons. 

Members of the opposition openly 
charged it violated the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and the Stresa agreement. 

Britain, it was learned, is hopeful 
of clearing up practical details of 
her agreement with Bérlin within a 
fortnight and of definitely ascertain- 
ing the rate of German construction 
before undertaking conversations with 
France, Italy and Russia. 

Many important technical points 
were left unsettled when the Ger- 
mans returned because of England’s 
insistence upon definite commitments. 
As a result German naval technicians 
may return to London to present fi- 
nai reports on certain questions. 

Sir Samuel told the house the ac- 
cord would benefit all powers and 
“is no violation of anything which 
has been made.” 

Official quarters reiterated’ that 
the British government has no inten- 
tion to call immediately a general 
naval eonference because of the 
probability bi-lateral conversations 
would continue for some time.

There was also 
a similar cut over each ear, he said, 
and all of the wounds went down to 
the skull. He found no bruises or 
other injuries on the body. 

The cuts, Allen testified, were 
|smooth and clean “as if they had been 
made with a knife.” He told of vis- 
the scene of the wreck and 
said he saw no rocks which, in his 
opinion, could have caused the 
wounds. 

The undertaker’s wife, who acts as 
his assistant embalmer, was the next 
witness, corroborating Allen's testi- 
mony in all its principal phases. 

G. Scott Gregory. former sheriff 
and police chief at Quincy, Fla., and 
now a member of the Florida legisla- 
ture, then took the stand. He said 
that at the request of Mitchell Drew, 
of Quincy, a brother of Mrs. Ran- 
dell, he came to Ellijay and made an 
investigation. 

Car Examined.

New rumbles of protest rolled out 
last night on the nation’s strike front. 

In Kentucky, Governor Ruby Laf- 
foon dispatched state police to main- 
tain order at Clearfield, after he was 
informed local authorities had been 
driven from a plant, involved in a 
strike, after more than 100 shots were 
fired. The governor was told Clear- 
field was without light or power be- 


warned by union men against string- 
ing lines to the company property, 

As members of the Tacoma, Wash., 
Central Labor Council gathered for a 
meeting, rumors flew they planned a 
general strike in retaliation for use 
of national guardsmen in the north- 
west lumber walkout.

The strike of the lumber workers 
started March 29, when 35,000 men 
walked out to enforce demands for 
higher wages and a 30-hour week.
